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Andice Store 
gutted by fires 


The Andice Store, an institution known 
well throughout western Williamson Coun­ 
ty. burned to the ground early Tuesday 
evening despite valiant efforts of fire 
fighters from Georgetown. Florence. Liber­ 
ty Hill. Jarrell and Killeen 
The store was owned bv Mr and Mrs. 
Richard Tipple who make their home in 
Leander. Mr Tippie had recently had most 
of the electrical wiring replaced, but a sec­ 
tion which serviced a freezer was not 
redone, and is believed to have been the 
source of the trouble The store was sold 
several years ago by Gus and Ben Jacob, 
brothers who became famous for their fine 
meat and sausage which they processed 
there. 
The Jacob brothers built the store about 
1937 on the site occupied earlier by an old 
hotel “ Teachers of our school lived at the 
hotel,’ Mrs Estelle Stapp reminisced. Mrs 
Stapp’s brick home is adjacent to the An­ 
dice Store site, and she was at home the 
evening of the devastating fire. 
Young Robert Devereaux of Florence, 
who, with his parents Mr. and Mrs. James 
Devereaux. were visiting Mrs. Stapp. first 
discovered the fire Robert was playing in 
the yard when he noticed smoke around 7 
p.m. and came in the house to tell his 
parents and Mrs Stapp They checked and 
immediately turned in the alarm 
Mrs. Stapp expressed admiration for the 
work of the firemen, and was appreciative 
that they watched over her adjacent proper­ 
ty, too They kept hosing down a gasoline 


tank which was near the burning building 
and the Stapp residence 
Twice in earlier years the store had 
caught fire. but both times it was contained 
before too much damage was done 
The Tipples had another recent misfor­ 
tune to their property Several weeks ago. 
their store was robbed of considerable 
merchandise That loss was offset by joy 
That same night, their fourth child was 
born, 
Mr 
and Mrs 
Aubrey Fulton live just 
down the street from the store and he told 
the SFN that he was watering his dog in the 
back yard when he noticed smoke pouring 
from the building, 
“ I rushed over and helped Harold Dixon 
and Don Creed move the ice-making 
machine off the front porch, but it was too 
late to save anything inside the store," he 
recalled, It was about 7:00 when the fire 
started, the roof and walls caved in 3 hours 
later 
A gasoline station across the street from 
the fire-gutted store is the only other retail 
establishment left in Andice A large store 
building at the opposite corner of the Andice 
intersection, now owned by Don Creel, is 
vacant For many years it was operated as 
a grocery by Mrs. Willard Dollahon but 
closed some time ago. There is some talk 
that it will be restocked and put back into 
service 
Tippie estimated the replacement value

I want to take a Japanese bath. 
Unfortunately, Til have to go to Japan. 
Maybe I could find a facsimile somewhere in 
California, but I doubt it But Tm going to in­ 
vestigate. I'm a person with a mission. 
I just finished one of the finest adventure 
books I’ve ever read — Shogun, a novel about 
Japan bv Jam es Clavell It s a terrific love 
and adventure saga, with so much of Japan’s 
history and culture woven into the story that 
you feel as if you’ve completed a fascinating 
college course by the time you reach the end 
of the book 
Which is long 
1210 pages. 
Nonetheless, it reads like wildfire, and as you 
race toward the finish, you curse the fact that 
it will soon end 
The English pilot of a great sailing vessel, a 
great hulk of a man named Blackthorne, 
reaches the safety of a tiny Japanese fishing 
village in the year 1600. He is the first 
Englishman to arrive in Japan, and he is 
amazed by what he sees: 
“ He saw tiled and thatched roofs of other 
buildings over the wall (of his house) and. far 
off. high mountains A crisp wind broomed 
the sky and kept the cumulus advancing. Bees 
were foraging and it was a lovely spring day 
“ The garden was unlike anything he had 
ever seen; a little waterfall and stream and 
small bridge and manicured pebbled paths 
and rocks and flowers and shrubs It s so 
clean, he thought So neat " 
In the 17th century, Europeans did not 
believe in bathing They thought that fresh 
air and bathing could kill, by giving them 
something called the “ flux “ Hence, they had 
lice, smelled terrible and scratcned constant­ 
ly Most bathed once a year But the Japanese 
believed rn cleanliness 
When Blackthorne 
arrived, there was a great conflict of 
cultures, and he was physically forced to 
bathe 
“ They carried Blackthorne into the wash 
room and laid him on a stone bench. The 
three women had begun to undress him and 
he had tried to stop them but even time he 
moved, one of the men would stab a nerve 
and hold him powerless He did not like to be 
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the jury set his sentence rather than 
District Judge William Lott. 
DURING THE ESCAPE, Fochler, who 
was a trusty, threatened jailer J. N Sud- 
duth with a butcher knife, then took Sud- 
duth's billfold, jail keys and car keys. 
THE OTHER two prisoners who escaped 
were Pedro Cruz Muniz and Jam es Ray 
Parker. 
Both Parker and Muniz were awaiting 
trial on felony charges at the time Muniz 
has since been sentenced by a Williamson 
County jury to be executed for the 
December ’76 rape and m urder of a 
Southwestern University coed. 
PARKER has since been sentenced to 99 
years in prison on charges of burglary of a 
habitation in connection with attempted 
rape. 
Both Parker and Muniz were subpoenaed 
to testify in the Fochler trial 
The seven man, five woman jury had a 
choice of sentencing Fochler to life im­ 
prisonment or a prison term of not less than 
5 years or more than 99 years 
Sudduth testified that Fochler had been a 
model prisoner before the jail break 
“ I was real surprised when I whipped 
around and Fochler had that butcher knife 
MI NTZ took the stand and testified that 
Fochler had been very drunk the night of the 
escape 
Chief S heriff's Deputy Leon Kelly 
testified that he had found three empty fifth 
bottles, two of whisky and one of vodka

There was a serious man trapped inside Groucho, signal­ 
ing to get out But even when alive, he stood no chance 
against his admirers Vow he is fated to be beloved, almost 
as if he were Jack Benny He is doomed to be made a

AUSTIN — Although both House and Senate 
committees have been instructed to take a look 
at possible new tax sources for the 1979 
legislative session. Texas’ top tax man doesn't 
see new taxes as likely. 
Comptroller Bob Bullock and his office are 
conducting a series of studies on the state’s tax 
structure — including the possibility of a refinery 
tax, which was proposed in the past session, but 
which was allowed to fall by the wayside this 
time. 
Sen. Peyton McKnight, 
Tyler, who helped 
sponsor the proposal in the Senate, will be 
heading a committee on that side of the rotunda 
to look at the matter some more. 
ON THE HOUSE SIDE, the Ways and Means 
Committee (chaired by Joe Wyatt, Victoria) has 
been given that assignment, along with some 
other matters. 
While Bullock doesn’t anticipate that new tax­ 
es will be required, he does expect that the ques­ 
tion of taxes will continue to be a major issue in 
Texas. 
‘I think through the years. . . the number one 
issue in people’s minds has been taxes.” the comp­ 
troller says, “ whether state, local or federal.” 
But, Bullock says, before his administration, 
the comptroller looked at the question of taxes 
only for the needs of one biennium at a time. 
Now, he says, his office is working to look at 
the tax situation — in terms of what will be com­ 
ing in and what will be needed — for a six- to 10- 
year period. 
‘We’ll be looking at the fairness of taxes. . . 
and need to look at the economic climate as 
well.’’ Bullock says. 
Moreover, he explains, he hopes to study the 
impact of taxes on the state’s economic sub­ 
r e g i o n s , not i ng t ha t t a x e s a f f e c t i n g 
petrochemicals would have different effects in 
various areas, because of the diversity of Texas’ 
economy. 
And Bullock plans to look at what other states 
are doing, both in what is taxed, and how those 
taxes are collected and administered. 
Exemptions in present Texas statutes also will 
be considered, he reports, as to whether they are 
doing the job they were intended to do — or 
whether they are too broad (or too narrow). 
Bl Ll.OLK ALSO DEFENDS state govern­ 
ment against charges of having been on a spen­ 
ding binge over the past few years. 
State expenditures did increase 70 per cent in 
the past six years - but 37 per cent of that was 
due to inflation, he says. 
Texas state government spending, on a per 
capita basis, has been lower than any other state, 
except Missouri in 1975. Bullock says. 
I think that speaks pretty well for the 
legislative and executive branches,” the comp­ 
troller comments. 
Regardless of what the public thinks about 
politicians, I feel Texas has a pretty good state 
government. . . .” 


Bullock doesn’t feel there will be a need for new 
taxes in 1979. unless conditions change drastical­ 


ly^ sales tax 
Texas biggest money-maker 
continues bringing in large amounts, with 
collections up 29 per cent over the last two years, 
and taxes coming in to the comptroller at an all- 
time high rate, Bullock reports. 
Texas could be collecting additional revenue. 
in significant amounts, if Congress votes to 
deregulate the price of natural gas he adds 
IF GAS PRICES INCREASE, utility bills 
would increase, and since those bills are subject 
to the sales tax. more money would be coming in 
from that — as well as from increased prices on 
gas. 


There are. Bullock notes, "so many in­ 
tangibles that it s hard to predict just what will 
be coming in from taxes over the next couple of 
years - but indications are that revenues will 
continue rising. 
But. Bullock warns, that shouldn't make 
po.iticians or the public complacent, despite sur- 
pluses in the past two bienniums, since con­ 
ditions could change.

This is a question which 
will be coming up for con­ 
sideration soon by the U S 
Fish and Wildlife Service 
and interested persons in 
Williamson County are urg­ 
ed to make their comments 
known right away 
Seems that a group called 
the “ Defenders of Wildlife'’ 
has petitioned the national 
P'ish and Wildlife officials to 
declare bobcats an “ en­ 
dangered species” and 
declare them off-limits to 
bounty hunters or stockmen 
who co n sid er them 
& 
dangerous predator which 
should be shot on sight. 
This is a sticky situation. 
since the stockmen have suf­ 
fered innumerable losses of 
young cattle, sheep and 
goats to bobcats over the 
years. Like the coyote, bob­ 
cats have a tendency to 
reproduce q u ickly and 
spread over even larger 


areas if they aren't kept un­ 
der control. 
But if the government runs 
true to form, and decides 
that bobcats should not be 
killed, then it is quite possi­ 
ble that the entire state of 
Texas could be declared 
“ protected habitat1 for bob­ 
cats, as well as coyotes and 
who knows what else

Horticulture 
Notes

Many pecan trees around 
the county left unsprayed 
since the first week 
in 
August are experiencing a 
severe black aphid assault 
These 
tiny 
greenish-black 
soft-bodied 
insects about 
I 16' long are sucking vital 
sap from the undersides of 
pecan leaves 
As they feed they inject an 
anti-coagulant into the sap to 
keep the sap flowing into the 
mouthparts of the aphid 
This anti coagulant is tox­ 
ic to pecan leaves causing 
the area around the point of 
feeding to turn bright yellow 
which later dries and turns 
brown 
S E V E R A L 
A P H I D S 
feeding on one leaflet will 
cause the yellow blotches to 
blend into each other enlarg­ 
ing the area of devitalized 
tissue 
As this continues 
each aphid m a y make 
several "wounds'’ to the leaf 
which will cause the leaves 
to f a l l f r o m the t re e 
prematurely 
Next year’s crop is depen­ 
dent on the carbohydrates 
stored in the limbs and trunk 
this fall The longer you are 
able to keep functional 
leaves on the tree into the 
first frost the more car­ 
bohydrates will be stored. 
Even if you don t have a crop 
this year you do not want the 
leaves to fall off early. You 
are spraying this fall for 
next spring s blooming and 
nut set 
Some yellow aphid feeding 
is also occurring causing the 
leaves to appear wet and 
sticky The black sooty mold 
will grow on the upper sur­ 
faces of leaves underneath 
leaves where yellow aphids 
a r e 
f e e d i n g . 
T h e 
"honeydew” excreted by the 
apid is the food source for 
this mold but the aphid got 
the sap from the tree in the 
first place and the mold 
b l o c k s 
out 
s u n l i g h t 
necessary for food manufac­ 
ture by leaves The same 
spray used on the black 
aphid will also control the 
yellow aphid 
Consult your 
local pesticide dealer for 
chemicals labeled for this 
use. 
IF H U R R IC A N E ANITA 
brings ran to Central Texas 
you will definitely want to 
make sure the pecan weevil 
does not go undetected in 
your trees A good hard rain 
or even an inch rain at this 
point will send weevils out of 
the ground to the sky and 
into the trees With most of 
the pecans already in the 
dough stage ' of kernel 
development sprays should 
be applied as soon as weevils 
are detected 
The weevil 
lays it s eggs in the kernel of 
the pecan where they hatch 
and the grubs feed on the 
kernel until maturity 
At 
harvest the shells are empty 
with a tiny hole in the shell 
where the brug left the 
pecans 
Since the pecan weevil can 
only complete its life cycle 
b\ laying eggs in the pecan a 
good manager can eliminate 
the weevil by preventing the

adults from ever laying 
eggs. Sevin seems to be the 
most effective material for 
controlling the pecan weevil. 
Now that a rain seems possi 
hie. the ground may soon be 
softened to where the adult 
weevils can work their way 
out of the soil.

for anyone with a pick-up 
load A marketing co-op call­ 
ed the Texas Pecan Im­ 
provement Association, Inc. 
is entering its third year of 
service. With the better than 
average crop of native 
pecans expected this year 
activity in the co-op should 
be strong. 
BASICALLY, anyone in­ 
terested in marketing 
through the Association will 
pay $25 to become a 
member 
He is thereby 


given 
full 
rights of 


membership in the Associa­ 
tion. Two cents on each 
pound of pecans marketed 
by the Association will be 
retained by the Association 
for administration and 
maintenance 
purposes. 


There are various options 
for scheduling payment to 
the grower from the sale of 
his pecans 
By marketing pecans in 


large quantities the Associa­ 
tion is able to sell directly to 
the sheller or retail 
merchant of the pecans The 
accumulator or middleman 
fee would be retained by the 
grower minus the two cents 
The pecans will be graded by 
I'SDA inspectors which will 
standardize the product to 
the buyer and will thereby 
command a premium price 
SMALL GROWERS are 


too often unable to deal with 
the people who pay the 
highest prices. It is first of 
all hard to gain their con­ 
fidence on quality and then 
the low quantity will not 
spark their interest By ban­ 
ding together growers can 
provide each other with the 
kind of bargaining power 
every’ producer should en­ 
joy

Parker took the stand Wednesday but 
chose not to make any statements 
I take the 5th. 
said Parker to defense 
attorney Bill Buckner s repeated questions 
Fochler had evidently been drinking and 
was under prescription tranquilizers for 
anxiety at the time of the escape 
“ THIS MAN is not a Clyde Barrow or a 
Bonnie Parker 
said defense attorney 
Buckner, asking the jury to give Fochler a 
light sentence 
"He took that butcher knife, stuck it in a 
man s face and made him let out two of the 
most dangerous criminals in Williamson 
County — turned them loose on us," said 
District Attorney Fd Walsh arguing for the 
jury to give Fochler a long sentence 
ALL THREE prisoners who escaped on 
February 7 were in custody within one hour 
Fochler and Parker were arrested near 
Waco on IH 35 in the jailer s car by DPS 
Troopers 
Muniz left the jail but then called from a 
relative s house in Georgetown and said he 
wanted to turn himself in. 
On February 7, Fochler threatened the 
jailer with a butcher knife, then took his 
wallet, jail keys and car keys, said Sheriff 
August Bosshard after the escape 
THE KNIFE was apparently stolen from 
the jail kitchen where Fochler worked as a 
trusty. 
Fochler then let Muniz and Parker out, 
and locked Sudduth and the other trusty up 
in a cell. 
“ Fochler was a model prisoner,” said 
Bosshard “ As a trustee he could have walk­ 
ed away from the jail at any time, any day 
of the week ’’ 
"He also had only 109 days left to serve," 
said Bosshard 
During the trial it came out that before 
the escape Fochler has asked Bosshard to 
let him out of jail during the day on a work 
release program 
BOSSHARD had told him he could not do 
it 
During the trial there was speculation 
that Fodders resentment against Bosshard 
for denying the work release program, 
added with the effects of the alcohol and 
tranquilizers may have caused him to try 
the escape to get revenge 
Fochler had pleaded not guilty before the 
trial, but after the first three days of the 
trial he changed his plea to nolo contendre 
A PLEA of nolo contendre in a criminal 
trial is,” tantamount to a plea of guilty,” 
said Judge Lott

that’s hot because the winds 
have torn down the electric 
wires, unable to flush toilets 
due to the immense amount 
of water flooding the streets 
and sewers, having to read 
by the light of a sun covered 
by what seems to be an un­ 
limited amount of clouds 
Secondary provisions are 
possible, but it takes time, 
skill and some amount of 
danger and these are, after 
ail, only a substitute for the 
usual comforts of home 


The storm may take 
several days to pass over a 
region, but even after that, it 
takes another week to get 
electrical lines back in 
order, weeks after that for 
the water to completely go 
down, and then you start the 
process of cleaning up And 
when I say cleaning up. I 
mean shoveling mud out of 
vour living room and trying 
to move the trees that once 
were majestic in your front 
yard but are now blocking 
your street. 
During the last hurricane, 
my mother spent most of the 
first day staring out the back
